While conducting an inventory of the Marine Corps personnel 
file of Lee Harvey Oswald, it was noted that two documents, 

, which were formerly a part of Oswald's file, were furnished 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation on 23 November 1963 
for laboratory analysis. These documents, a letter from 
Oswald addressed to the Secretary of the Navy, dated 30 
January 1961, and a letter from Oswald addressed to Briga- 
dier General R. McC Tompkins, U. S. Marine Corps, dated 
22 March 1962, were to be returned to this Headquarters by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation following the laboratory 
analysis. It is understood that these documents have been 
made Exhibit #2, CADIGAN, to the proceedings of the Warren 
Commission and are presently in the custody of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. . ... 


In order that Oswald's personnel file may adequately re- 
flect the disposition made, of the documents mentioned in 
the _ preceding paragraph, would you kindly advise us whether 
it is intended to return the documents for insertion in 
Oswald's personnel file or if the' documents are to be re- 
tained permanently in the files of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.
